BOSTON CORRESPONDENCE. 


["ADDITIONAL PAPERS/] 


Extract of a letter from John Q. Adams to 


William Plixner, Esq. dated at Sea, 
\&th August, 1809.'" 
The spirit of party has become so 


inveterate and so virulent in our coun- 
try; it has so totally absorbed the un 
derstanding and the heart of almost all 
the distinguished men amongns, that I, 
who cannot cease to consider ail the 
individuals of both parties as my coun- 
trymen ; who can neither approve nor 
disapprove, in a lump, either the men 
or the measures of either party; who 
see both sides claiming an exclusive 
privilege of patriotism, and using a- 
gaiust each other weapons of political 
warfare which I never can handle, can- 
not but cherish that congenial spirit 
which has always preserved itself pure 
from the infectious vapours of faction; 
which considers temperance as one of 
the first political duties; and which 
can perceive a very distinct shade of 
difference between political candor and 
political hypocrisy. 


It affords me constant pleasure to 


recollect that the history of our coun- 
try has fallen into the hands of such a 
man. For as impartiality lies at the 
bottom of all historical truth, I have of- 
ten been not without my apprehensions, 
that no true history of our times would 
appear, at least in the course of our age. 
That we should have nothing but fed- 
eral histories or republican histories, 
New England histories or Virginia his- 
tories. We are. indeed not overstock- 
ed with men capable even of this, who 
have acted a part in the public affairs 
of our nation. 
But of men who unite 


both qualifications, that of having had a 
practical knowledge of our affairs, and 
that of possessing a mind capable of im- 
partiality in summing up the merits of 
our Government, Administrations, Op- 
positions and People, I know not an- 
other man with whom I have ever had 
the opportunity of forming an acquaint- 
ance, on the correctness of whose nar- 
rative 1 should so Implicitly re'ly. 


Such a historian, and I take delight 


in the belief, will be a Legislator with- 
out needing constituents. 
You have so 


long meditated on your plan, and so 
much longer upon the duties of man In 
society, as they apply to the transac- 
tions of your own life, that I am well 
assured your work will carry a pro- 
found political moral with ii. And I 
hope, though upon this subject I have 
had no hint from you which can ascer- 
tain that your \iew of the subject Is the 
same as mine; but I hope that the moral 
of your history will be, the indissoluble 
Union of the North American Conti- 
nent. The plan of a New Jiujjland 
Combination more closely cemented 
than by the general ties of the Federal 
Government; a Combination first *o 
rule the whole, and, If that should prove 
impracticable, to separate from the 
rest, has been so far matured, and has 
engaged the studies, the intrigues and 
ihe ambitions of so many leading men, 
in our part of the country, that 1 think 
it will eventually produce mischioous 
consequences unless seasonably and ef- 
fectually discountenanced by men of 
more influence and of more comprehen- 
sive views. To rise upon a division 
system which is unfortunately or.e of 
the most obvious, and apparently easy 
courses, plays before the eyes of ind5-; 
vidual ambition, In every section of the j 
Union. It Is the natural source of all ] 
the small statesmen, who, feeling like] 
Cxsar, and finding that "Rome i-> too ^ 
large an object for their grasp, would 
strike off a \il3age >\here they might \ 
:»--pirf' ?o the f.rst station v, r.ho-j* •'•\]>o- 


.sing themselves to derision. This has 
been the most powerful operative im- 
pulse ^upon all the diirisionisls from the 
first Kentucky conspiracy down to the 
negotiations between Massachusetts,, 
Connecticut and NTew Hampshire, of 
the last winter and spring—considered 
merely as a purpose of ambition, the 
great objection against this scheme is its 
littleness. 
Instead of adding all the 


tribes of Israel to Judah and Benjamin, 
like David, it is walking in the ways of 
Jeroboam, the son of Nt-bat, who made 
Israel to sin by breaking off Samaria 
from Jerusalem. 


Looking at it in reference to mor?l 


considerations it is detestable, as it cer- 
tainly cannot be accomplished by o- 
pen and honorable means. The abet- 
tors are obliged to disavow their real 
designs—to affvct others—to practice 
continual deception, and to work upon 
the basest materials, the selfish and dis- 
social passions of their instruments.— 
Politically speaking, it is as injudicious 
as it is contracted and dishonorable. 
1 he American people are not prepared 
for disunion ; far less than those peo- 
ple imagine. 
They \\iil continue to re- 


sist and defeat every attempt of that 
character, as they uniformly have done, 
and such projects will still terminate in 
the ruin of their projectors. 
But the 


inconsequences of this turbulent spirit 
will be to keep the country in a sta'te of 
agitation, to embitter the local prejudi- 
ces of fellow-citizens against each other, 
and to diminish the influence which we 
ought to have, and mi^hl have in Ihc gener- 
al councils of ihe Union. 


To counteract the tendency of these 


partial and foolish combinations, I know 
nothing so likely to have a decisive in- 
fluence as historical works honestly and 
judiciously executed. 
For if the doc- 


trine of Union were a new one now first 
to be Inculcated, our history would fur- 
nish the most decisive arguments in 
its favor. 
It is no longer the great les- 


son to be learnt, but the fundamental 
maxim to be confirmed; and every 
species of influence should be exerted 
by ail genuine American Patriots to 
make its importance more highly es- 
timated and more unquestionably estab- 
lished. Perhaps you will find it impos- 
sible to avoid disclosing the New Eng- 
land men—I have enough oi that feel- 
ing myself most ardently to wish, that 
the brightest examples of a truly liber- 
al and comprehenshe American polit- 
ical system may be exhibited by New 
England men. 


I regret that I could not have the 


pleasure of a full and confidential per- 
sonal Interview with you before my de- 
parture. 
My father I am sure will be 


happy to see you at Quincy, and to fur- 
nish you any materials in his power.— 
He has been for the last three months 
publishing papers which I think will not 
be without their use in your underta- 
king. _

Adieu my dear Sir, I write you this 


letter on the Grand Bank of Newfound- 
land, after passing the night in catch- 
ing cod'—of which, in the interval of six 
hours calm, we have caught upwards 
of sixty. 
In the association of Ideas, 


there is no very unnatural transition 
from cod-fishing on the Grand Bank to 
the History of the United Slates.

man will, I trust, be better able than 
yourself to supply immediate links In 
this singular concatenation.

ral a transition, as that from any sub-

During the km£ and eventful session 


of Congress of 1303 and 180-5, 1 was a 
member o' the Senate, and was at the 
city of Washington every day of that 
session. In tht* co:a: se of the session, at 
djfiiTcni t]jne.-» and places, srvcral of 
Int-1 cdtTxili.sts, Senators and l»i>j)rc'icu- 
t^U-veb, from Xev. Ln^Jand Stales, in- 
formed m<- that they thought it neces- 
sary to establish a v_'p«jialr government 
in Xev,- 3i7j:;i,,i3f3, and, if it should 3)C 
found pracli' able, to cxlvnd it so far 
So'.ith as to hu j'nk IVuusyivaiiid.; but 
in all t",cr,ts to establish one in Xew 
F.n gland. 


They complained, that the slave hol- 


ding states had acquired, by means of 
their slaves, a greater increase of TJep-, 
re.M-ri^jix^ in ihe hou^e than was just j 
snd equal: :ha7 loo great a poriion of I 


Northern States, and too much of it 
expended in the Southern and Western 
States ;'and thatthe accjuisidon of Loui- 
siana and the new states that were form- 
ed, and those to be formed in the West 
and in the ceded Territory, would seo'J 
annihilate the weight and influence of 
the Northern States in the government. 


Their intention, they said, was to-es- 


tablish their new government under the 
authority and protection of State gov- 
ernments. That, having secured the 
election of a governor, and the majority 
of a legislature in a state in favor of a 
separation, the Legislature should re-" 
peal the law- authorising the people to 
elect representatives to Congress, and 
the Legislature decline electing Sena- 
.tors to Congress, and gradually with- 
draw the State from theUnion^establish 
custom house officers to grant regis- 
ters and clearances to vessels, and even- 
tually establish a federal government 
in the Northern and Eastern states — • 
And if New England united in theme'a- 
sure, it would in clue lime be effected 
without resorting to arms. 


Just before the session of Congress 


closed, one of the gentlemen to whom 
I have alluded infarmecl me that ar- 
rangements had been made to have the 
next autumn, in Boston, a select meet 
ing of the leading federalists in New 
England,- to consider and recommend 
the measures necessary to form a sys- 
tem of government for the Northern 
States, and that Alexander Hamilton, 
of New York, had consented to attend 
that meeting. 


Soon after my return from Washing- 


ton,! adopted the most effectual means 
in my power to collect the opinioKJs of 
well informed leading .federalists in 
New Hampshire, upon the subject. 
I 


found some in favor of the measure, but 
a great majority of them decidedly op- 
posed to the project ; and from thepar- 
tial and limited enquiries I made in 
Massachusetts, the result appeared't'o 
me nearly similar to that in New Hamp- 
shire. 


vThe Gentleman, who .in the winter 


of 1803 and 1804. informed me there 
was to be a meeting of the federalists 
in the autumn of 1804, at Boston, at the 
session of Congress in the winter'of 1804 
and 1S05, observed to me, that the" 
death of Gen. Hamilton had prevented 
the meeting, but the project was not 
and would not be abandoned. 


I owe It to you as welTas to myself, 


to state explicitly, that in the session 
of Congress, in the winter of 1803 and 
1804, 1 was myself in favor of forming 
a separateGovernmentin NewEngland, 
and wrote several confidential letters to 
a few of my friends atid correspondents 
recommending the measure. But af- 
ferwards, upon thoroughly investiga- 
ting and maturely considering the sub- 
ject, I was fully convinced that my opin- 
ion in favor of separation was the most 
erroneous that I ever formed upon po- 
litical subjects. 
The only consolation 


I had was that my error in opinion had 
n^t produced any acts injurious to the 
integrity of the Union. When the same 
project was revived in 1808 and 1809,- 
during the embargo and non-inter- 
course, and aftei wards, during the war 
of 1812, I used every effort in my pow- 
er, both privately and publicly, to de- 
feat the attempt then made to establish 
a separate independent government in 
the Northern States.
